Queen Victerin’s Pogs. 


Her Majesty, as is well known, ia fond of 
dogs, and Mr. G, B. Krehl, in a supplement 
to ** The Stockkeeper,” gives some interest- 
ing particulars, ascertained on a visit to the 
kennels at Windsor, respecting the Royal 
canine pets. It goes without saying that the 
anima’s receive every attention and are ad- 
mirably housed, Their sleeping apartments 
are carefully ventilated, and hot-water pipes 
run through the length of the building. 

In the kennels are dogs of nearly every 
breed, For collies the Queen has always 
shown a preference, and this accounts for 
the number kept at Windsor. The Princess 
Beatrice’s ‘* fancy” lies in the direction of 
fox-territors, which are also well represent- 
ed, Weare glad to note, by the way, that 
the fox-terriors.in the Royal kennels are 
not docked. It would be a good thing if the 
Royal example in this respect were general- 
ly hntowed.

As the time passed 
by for its appearance the gravest fears be- 
gen to be entertained for its safety, and men 
looked sadly in each other's faces. 


At length one morning, the 30th of May

Every heart 
bounded with excitement and joy, and 
three rousing cheers were sent over the 
water ; while the guns fired a salute, shak- 
ing the banks with their stern welcome. 
But no answering cheers came back ; and 

the fleet kept on in dead silence, 

Suddenly swarthy figures arose in the 
boats, and, with wild gestures, sent back 
savage yells in response to the cheers. ‘The 
soldiers looked on each other in blank dis- 
may and silent terror. The fearful tidings 
needed no lips to give them utterance. 
Those yellsand wild gestures told the whole 
melancholy story. The effect on the over- 
tasked garrison was frightful. From the 
very summit of hope and joy they had fallen, 
wathout @ moment's warning, to the lowest 
abyss of despair. Gloomy and sad, they 
watched the approach of the boats—eigh: 
teen in number—till the occupants could be 
distinctly seep. 

They wore filled with Indians, in the midst 
of whom were placed English soldiers as 
rowers. In the leading boat were four sol- 
diers and only three Indians. As this drew 
near the schooner one of the soldiers deter- 
mined to make an attempt to escape.

Iridians had brought with them over ninety | 
prisoners to meet a more terrible doom than | 
the one which liad befallen their comrades | 
who perished in-the fight. 
With their appetite for blood whetted | 
by their long abortive attempts to capture 
the fort, the Indians entered on the mas- 
mcre of these men with unusual relish and 
refinement of cruelty that was fiendish. 
Some were compelled to run the gantlet, 
slashed at every step by knives in the hands | 
of women till they were literally hacked to | 
feces. Others were ronsted before a slow 
fire ; while others still were chopped up 
piece-meal. This barbarous mutilation and 
protracted torture were not the work of one 
or two days ; and the survivors were com- 
pelled to witness agonies which they knew | 
must soon be their own, The morning and 
evening gun of the fort broke sadly on their | 
ears, reminding them of friendr and home ; | 
but no succor conld reach them, and they 
one after another fell under the fagot and 
knife of the savage. Those in the garrison 
could hear the yells of the savagesand knew 
what they betokened, but could make no 
attempt ata rescue. Day after day the 
stream was cumbered with the charred and 
mutilated corpses with dissevered head and 
limbs : and as they came floating past the 
fort and the schooners at anchor abreast of | 
it—the “fish nibbling at the clotte1 blood | 
of faces and limbs’’—many turned away | 
weeping from the sad spectacle; while 
gloomy forebodinga filled all hearts, for it 
told what their own fate would be should 
famine compel them to surrender or a suc- 
cessful surprise place the fort in the hands 
of the savages. But the stern-hearted 
looked on with flashin eyes and clenched 
teeth, while deep and fearful oaths were 
sworn to avenge their slaughtered comrades. 
All cursed the hour that Pontiac was allow- 
ed to leave the fort with his chieftans after 
his murderous purpose was known. 

The clouds wero now gathering‘dark and 
threatening around the brave little garrison, 
ut a gloomier prospect awaited it. Short- 
ly after this terrible overthrow of their hopes 
of relief a party of savages appeared toward 
evening, in the pastures behind the fort with 
scalps elevated on poles. They were the 
scalps of the garrison at Sandusky, which 
hed fallen into the hands of the Indians. 
A few days later word was brought in by 
some Canadians, that the warlike Ojibwas 
had joined Pontaic, swelling the number of 
bis warriors to 820. These, with their 
ajuaws and children, amounted to 3,000, 
scattered about and encamped in the mead- 
ows, 

The odds were heavy against the garri- 
son and their prospects of relief were grow- 
ing less every day ; but the gallant officer 
in command surveyed the Canger that sur- 
rounded him with a cool courage, and de- 
termined that the flag floating above him 
should never be struck while there was one 
arm left to wield a sword. Meanwhile the 
disastrous news a arriving of the fall ofs 
one post after another, till Detroit alone re- 
mained in the hands of the English. The 
cross ot St, George had disappeared from 
the western waters, and the only symbol of 
England's power beyond Lake Erie was the 
solitary flag that still, morning and even- 
ing, was reflected in the stream that flowed 
by Detroit. One hundred and twenty men, 
grouped beneath it, stood sole representa- 
tives of her dominions throughout that vast 
territory. 

At length, on the 19th of June, a rumor 
reached tie fort that the schooner Gladwyn, 
that had been despatched to hasten up the 
ill-fated convoy, wason its way back, bring- 
ing with it the survivors. She had neatly 
arrived in sight of the garrison when the 
wind failed and she dropped down the stream. 
Before her approach could be seen from the 
fort she would be compelled to passa narrow 

artof the chamel where eight hundred 
Indians were lying in ambush to attack her, 
The garrison, knowing that those on board 
could not be aware of the premeditated 
attack, were kept in a state of intense anx- 
iety and painful suspense, The sentincls on 
watvh turned their eyes incessantly down 
the river, helping to catch a glimpse of the 
white canvass as it dritted around the dis- 
tant point; butin vain. Morning dawned 
and night came and still naught but the fish- 
hawk, lazily wheeling above the tranquil 
stream, met the anxicus gaze. 

Thus day after day passed by without 
any appearance of the vecsel or any report 
of her fate. So long a time had passed 
since she was seen only a few miles below 
that the garrison could have given up all 
hope of ever seeing her, believing she had 
shared the fate of the convoy, had it not 
been that the weather had continued un- 
usually calm. They knew the schooner 
would not attempt to stem the current in 
that narrow channel without a favorable 
wind, and there had been none since the 
first announcement of her arrival. Day 
after day the stream lay like glass shimmer- 
ing in the sun. The morning brought no 
beeze strong enough to ripple the surface of 
the river, and the deep red sun went down 
each night in the fiery west, leaving forest 
and stream calm and slumberous as before. 

At length, late in the afternodn of the 
23d, a great commotion was observed among 
the Indians, and it was soon ascertained 
that the vessel had got under way.

Baffled in this scheme, the proud chief- 
tain turned away, mortified but not hum- 
bled. He dared not come in open collision 
with them, for he had always placed his 
chief hopes or final success on the co-opera- 
tion of France. 

The two schooners had from the first been 
objects of great fear and dread. Not only 
did they keep the communication open with 
Niagara—which Pontiac was especially anx 
ious to close—but their power of locomotion, 
by which they were enabled to take up new 
positions to counteract his movements an- 
noyed him excessively, Gladwyn, seeing 
this, resolved to make them still more effec.

PAPA BANNEWITZ DEAD,

What He Did for Blamarck, and What Bis- 
marck Did for Him, 

Gustav Bannewitz, who was buried in the 
churchyard of the hamlet of Biesenthal in 
Germany about two weeks ago, hada curi- 

lous life. He began his career without a 
icent, and at 23 had not bettered his pro- 
spects. He was then working ina book- 
bindery in Berlin for fifty-tive centa a day, | 
He left bookbinding temporarily to serve in ' 
the army. 

On May 7, 1866, Bannewitz was walking | 
his post before the Russian Embassy's big | 
yellowstone building Underthe Linden when | 
Blindt shot Herr von Bismarck not fifty 
feet from him. He jumped from bis post 
and made the man fast, end thereby assured 
himself of a future full of the good things of 
life. As all the world knows, Blindt’s bullet 
was stopped by the Chancellor's coat of mail 
under his untform, so that the K/adder. 
datsch asked in its next number: ‘* What 
blacksmith, Herr von Bismarck, knits your 
shirts for you?” 

Bismarck felt a deeper obligation, how- 
ever, to Bannewitz than to his blacksmith, 
and he became the patron of the poor book- 
binder. Bannewitz made the campaigns of 
1879-71 in the imperial headquarters, and | 
was rarely far from Bismarck’s side. He 
received fourteen crosses and medallions, | 
was helped up in business by the then omni- ! 

tent statesman, and became a millionaire, f 

e had the famous Hunters’ House, which 
all Berlin students knew well, in the Karl

Hardly leas fright was caused at the castle 
when the old man sent in a card bearing the 
words *‘ Casimir von Mionox i,” When 
Count Potocki met him the old man explain. 
ed that he had given the physician who 
gave out his death certificate at the asylum 
and conducted the mock funeral $2, for 
his part in the plan and a promise not to re- 
veal the fraud until after the physician's 
death. That event had been announced, he 
said, and he, therefore, had teturned to Lis 
estate. The old man said he had taken se- 
curities for about $50,000 abroad with hum 
and had lived on the interest. His object 
in all this remarkable performance vas to 
discover, he said, how his heir would ad- 
minister his property after his death. That

What the World is Dotug. 


A scheme for taking vessels of twenty- 
feet draught through the Canadian canals 
by means of steel pontons placed under 
them is being urged upon the Canadian 
Government. The expense of this — 
would be about $500,000, while to deepen 
the canals sufficiently would cost many 
millions of dollars, 


Mexico is fast becoming a coffee-producing 
country. The district of Seconusee contains 
twenty-six estates, employing 1,500 men. 
The cost of production is about~7 cents per 
pound, but as the demand is far ahead of the 
supply sales are readily made on the plan- 
tation at 20 cents per pound. 

Electricity is now being used in — 
for ventilating, pumping, lighting, signal- 
ing, sub-surface hauling, hoisting, surface 
transportion, undercutting, separating, and 
clearing. 

The growth of trade at Puerto, Columbia, 
in South America, has necessitated the con- 
struction of a pier 4,000 feet long at that 
port. It will be built of iron and steel and 
will accommodate ten vessels at one time. 


Recent explorations in the district of 
Sonors, Mexico, show that the coal deposits 
in the San Marcial Valley will amount to 
fully 60,000,000,000 tons, and it is of excel- 
lent quality, 

The Antarctic expedition which was to 
have beer out next year seems about to be a 
failure owing to the lack of the appropria- 
tion from the Australian authorities.

In fact, as 
Mr. W. L. Lynch pointed out in a recent 
address before the Canadian Institute of 
Toronto, Americans seem more impressed 
with the great mineral wealth of the dis- 
trict than wein the Dominion. A Victoria 
paper recently referred to the fact that ac- 
counts are continually coming to hand from 
the Kootenay country which lead to the 
conclusion that it is one of the richest 
mining regions, not of this continent only, 
but of the world. Discovery after discovery 
has been made, which proves that the 
ountry abounds in the most valuable metals 
and minerals, and much of its areais atill 
unexplored. Enough, however, is known 
of its great resources ‘to attract enterprising 
investors and hardy and courageous miners. 
The prospect is that very large additions 
will be made tothe population of the dis- 
trictin the ensuing year, Ifthe country 
on farther examination proves as rich asi 
promises to be, cities will soon spririg up in 
it, and it will become in a very short time 
the most populousas well as the richest 
part of the province.

But in 
estimating the real value of missions wa 
must take into account the indirect results, 
such as Dr. Pentecost says are to be found 
in India. They are not only due ina large 
measure to the selt-denying labors of mis- 
sionaries, many of whom went to their 
graves with an apparent record of failure, 
but they pave the way for that more formal 
and organic reception of Christiamty which 
thechurches are sodesirous of bringing about. 
In estimating the value of missions it is un- 
fair to study the missionary statistics of 
one year or even ten years, The real work 
that is being done cannot be tabulated, for 
it is the result of silent and unseen influences 
whose effects are only seen in their true 
perspective when they bave been in opera- 
tion fifty or a Lundred years.

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THE BARLEY BILL. 


New York Farmers Greatly Interested in 
‘ the Proposed Reduction, 


Wasttneton, Jan. 30.—Representative 
Cockwood had an interview this mornin 
with some of the members of the Ways and 
Means Committee in relation to his bill to 
reduce the duty on barley to ten cents per 
bushel. He was informed that the commit- 
tee intends to have no formal hearing, but 
thot it witl pay duc attention to the sugges- 
tions which may be submitted from parties 
most interested. It is underatood that ex- 
Senator Platt has taken ahand in this 
fight, and that he is using his influence to 
bring about a reductton of the barley duty. 

Oswego is very much interested in the 
subject and has a representative, who said : 
—‘* There is no question but that the reduc- 
tion of duty on barley to its former figure 
would result in increasing the price of bar- 
ley to the farmers in New York. I make 
this statement upon the well-known fact 
that the New York State malt-houses were 
built for the acd ag of malting Canadian 
barley. Under the existing law it 18 impos- 
sible for them to do this with profit. Con- 
sequently they are es to use the 
cheaper western, and the barley of the New 
York State farmers being mixed with this 
cheaper grain is of course brought down to 
the cheaper price. IfCa:adian barley should 
be admitted, the result will be that the New 
York State farmer would have to compete 
with a higher-priced barley, instead of a 
lower-priced article, and consequently he 
would receive benefit from the better com- 
petition.” 


YELLOW FEVER, 


The Crew Of a Steamer Allacked by the 
Disease. 


New York, Jan. 30.—The steamer Mercia, 
from Brazilian ports, which arrived at 
quarantine yesterday, reports that on Nov- 
ember 20 Alex. McDonald, a native of Eng- 
land, who was employed as fireman on the 
steamer, was taken sick with yellow fever 
and died the same day. Captain Metcalf, 
who was in command of the steamer, was 
taken down with the disease December 9, 
and died after an illness of three days. He 
was a native of Shields, England. The 
bodies of both Capt. Metcalf and fireman 
McDonald were buried at sea off Santos. 
On December 16 John Anderson, the engin- 
eer, was attacked by the disease and died. 
He also was buried at sea. On the 13th 
Capt. Andrew Smith, who was previously 
chief officer of the steamer, developed 
symptoms of the fever. He died December 
17. Since leaving Victoria, Brazil, there 
has bean no sickness on the steamer, but 
she will be detained at quarantine.

The length of time it takes a telegraphic 
signal, a current of electricity, to pass un- 
der the Atlantic from America to Europe, 
or to traverse any great distance, a point 
about which there is an astonishing diver. 
gence of ideas and accuracy of common in- 
formation, was accurately ascertained a fow 
days ago under interesting circamstances. 
some experiments were made at McGill Col- 
lege, Montreal, under the auspices of the 
British and Canadian Governments, to as- 
certain the longitude of Montreal by direct 
observations from Greenwich. It was neces- 
sary to-know how long it took signals to 
pass under the Atlantic. The land line was 
connected with the cable so that signals 
would pass through without being relayed, 
& thing. impossible to do for actual work, 
which could be arranged for simply a single 
flash of current, A return circut was ar- 
panged so that a signal sent from Montreal 
would go to Canso, N. S., thence through 
the cable to Waterville, Ireland, and return 
to Montreal. A chronographic was attached 
to the sending and receiving apparatus to 
measure the time. Out of 200 signals sent it 
was found that the average time taken by 
the current to cross the Atlantic and back, 
a distance in all of 8,000 miles, was exactly 
one second and five-hundredths of a second.

An interesting account is given in the 
Asiatic Quarterly Review, by C. F. Bid 
dulph, of a journey through the Great Per 
sian

Just as the sun was low on the horizon, 
found us approaching the brilliant white ex

of animals who had wandered off the track, 
and, apparently sinking inte it, had been 
unable to extricate themselves again, and 
thus died as they fell. After following this 
track for about a couple of miles, we came 
—_ the actual sheet of salt. This at the 

ge was soft and sloppy, like half-melted 
ice; but, as we proceeded, it gained more 
and more in consistency, till ata distance 
of three'or four iniles it resembled nothing 
more than very solid ice, strong enough to 
bear any weight. After marching for a 
further distance of five or six miles upon 
this strange surface wwe halted to examine, 
os far as we could, its composition ; and by 
means of an iron tent peg and a hammer we 
endeavored to detach a block to take with 
us ; but we found it far too hard for us to 
be able to make any impression,and though 
we succeeded in bending our tent pins, we 
made no impression upon the salt beyond 
detaching a few chips, which we Were 
obliged to be satisfied with as the result of 
our labors ; these we found to be of the 
purest white and as hard as granite, though 
later on, in exposure to the damper air be- 
yond the margin of the salt plain, they 
turned 4 grayish color and lost deal 
of their consisteacy, becoming quite pliable 
in the hands. We were told that at this 
distance from the land the salt incrustation 
was many feet thick ; and this we could 
easily believe to be the fact. Having com- 
pleted the examination, we continued our 
way ; and anything more

than the scene which surrounded as it would 
be difficult to imagine. The last gleams of 
daylight had now disappeared and the moon 
was shining brightly upon our way. All 
around us hy & boundless expanse of the 
most brilliant white salt, glimmering like 
snow in its light and unbroken by any re- 
lief to the dead monotony of the effect thus 
produced, except in such cases as here and 
there a bush or piece of stick, blown off the 
neighboring plains, and had got inbedded 
in its surface. Not a sound was to be heard 
except the tramp of the animals and the 
clang of the mule bells, while every now and 
then, asa high wind was blowing a piece of 
bramble or a wisp of grass would come rac-

must be to lose one’s way here, for once or 
twice getting separated from the kaffila, we 
found that the only guide to its position 
was the sound of its bells. The track 
moreover, was of the vaguest description, 
the only signs by which it would be distin- 

uished being the traces left by previous 

affilas, and these occasionally failed us, so 
that more than once we aes | ourselves, to 
our consterration, wandering off the route 
unto a surface which had apparently never 
been touched by man or beast. We crossed 
the margin of the salt, on our entrance 
upon it, about 6:30 p. m., and

atan average pace of not less than three 
and a half miles an hour, we found ourselves 
at the otherside about 3 a.m., and must 
thus-have traversed a distance from edge to 
edge of twenty-five wiles in a straight line. 

From the view which we obtained at var- 
ous points of the vast hollow in which this 
incrustation is accumulated, and from the 
accounts of the people dwelling near, we 
reckoned that the total extent covered by it 
could not be less than abont 400 square 
miles, if only it stretched in the direction 
from east to west as far as it did in that in 
which we had crossed it, from north to south 
but , as far as we could judge, it must have 
extended much farther. , 

It is difficult to explain the origin of this 
It may be that this 
incrustation is the deposit accumulated in 
the vast low-lying plain in the course of 
centuries, during which the rainfall and the 
annual melting of the snows upon the moun- 
tains, beside the perennial streams which 
all drain into this basin, have brought down 
im their waters from the strata of salt 
through which they have passed these incal- 
culable quantities of salt in solution. The 
summer sun has dried up the water by 
evaporation and left the salt deposit lyin 
upon a soil more or less saturated wit 
moisture. The layer of salt thus deposited 
has gained in thickness and consistency 
year by year, tillit has become, at a dis- 
tance from its margin on either side, a solid 
homogenous mass of the purest salt, such 
as, in any other country than Persia, would 
constitute a natural treasure of great value, 
for here there is no occasion for mining 
expenses: the salt has only to be

or other means and carted away. But so 
deficient are the simplest means of com- 
munication in this country, that here it 
must lie, absolutely useless, thoagh distant 
only about 100 miles from its capital for 
want of any possibility of transporting it 
thither. After one day of welcome rest for 
man and beast, we started on a march of 
twenty-four miles, across an expanse of 
sand, to the nearest well. 1t is curious to 
notice that while to the north of the plain 
of salt no sand is visible, the whole of the 
sothern side is covered with hage sand hills, 
which stretch some fifteen or sixteen miles 
inland. Through the outskirts 1t was of 
these that our way lay, and weary work it 
was indeed for all of us, plodding throug), 
such heavy ground. As the day grew, 
moreover, the wind rose and theair became 
filled with particles of sand, which inflamed 
the eyes, so that fora couple of days after. 
ward they did not recover from the effects 

As we proceeded, the plain of salt, whici: 
was on our right, gradually receded from 
us, till at our camping-grouad it was only 

faintly visible in the distance. Here we 
found the remains of another old caravan. 
sary, which had become so buried in the 
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sand that we had to enter it by the reof, 
and a spring of delicious sweet water. And 
continuing our j 
distance of twelve or fourteen miles through 
the same sand, we fotnd oursel:es in the

From the Almonte Times of January 
29th, a copy of which has been sent us

On 
the weat of na, the Toronto & Ottawa Rail- 
way—rrally the GT, R.— have had their 
raila laid as far eestward as Bridgewater and 
have their line mostly graded from there past 
Sharbot Lake to some distance this side of 
Marberly. It is to connect the Ottawa & 
Parry Sound railway with the Grand Tronk 
system at Bridgewater that thisnew railway 
ia projected from Carpe through Almonte and

A new method of hardening cast steol 
is said to be the most eimple and offec- 
tive in the world, Tempering edged 
tools by dipping them in oil while hot 
has beon known and utilized for some 
time ; but the Swiss method of mixing 
four parts of pulverized resin, two parts 
of train oil, in a suitable vessel, and this 
mixtare being then stirred in one part 
of hot tallow. Into this mixture the 
article to be hardoned is plunged at a 
low red heat, and left there until thor- 
oughly cooled. Without cleaning off 
the piece is again put into the fire and 
tan pered according to the usual practice. 
The secret of this process lies probably 
in the fact of having the mixture hot. 
An examination of steel, hardened > by 
this process, shows that the hardening is 
deeper and more uniformly distributed, 
the steel being lese brittle, and having 
suporior and more durable cutting qual- 
ities than is the case hy the use of 
other moans.

A Colorado man has devised an electric 
machine that successfully operates in placer 
deposits of gold that aad not be profitably 
worked by thesluice methods. Themethod 
employed tor saving the golil is that of col- 
lecting it by means of the electric current, 
so that it forms an amalgam from which the 
precious metal may be easily separated. 


The Webster method of purifying waste 
water by means of electricity has been 
tested by Dr. Fermi in the Hygiene Insti- 
tute at Munich, Germany. During the course 
of the experiments it was found that the 
water became purified in about fifteen min- 
utes, the organic substances being reduced 
by about one-half, and the suspended sub- 
stances being precipitated to the bottom. 
The smell of the water was pees Soy im- 
proved. While the results of the tests show 
that electricity does not at the present time 
realize the ideal of water purification, it has 
two great advantages ; first, that very little 
iron is precipitated and its removal is not 
#o difficult as in the case of purification by 
chemical meana, and, second, the dissolved 
organic substances, which are not precipit- 
ated by any of the known chemical methods 
heretofore employed, are at least partially

Walking Through the Sewers of Londen, 


It is quite possible to walk through the 
main sewers of London, and the walk can 
extend over a great number of miles. The 
sewere of the Motropolis are as carefully 
mapped out as the streets themselves, and 
the authorities can find their way about in 
them quite easily, Curiously enough there 
is — _ is Rs Ta in a descent to 
uadergroun ndon, The passages are 
egg-shaped, and built of glazed white brick, 
and quite clean. The swarms of rats are 
diminishing, and the * toshers,” who made 
a living by scavenging mile after mile of the 
hidden highways, are no more. The old 
sewers, built. of soft brickwork, were ter- 
tibly ineffectual, To-day our sewer-men 
are @ healthy-looking body, and rarely suf- 
fer from the effects of cheir strange jour- 
neye, The Fleet sewer, which at one time 
was one of London's natural streams, has, 
under Farringdon-street a diameter of 12ft. 
When it reaches Holborn Viaduct it 
drvides into two branches, the dimensions 
of cach of which is 12ft. by 6ft. These 
branches rejoin at Ludgate-hill, forming one 
large sewer which discharges into one of the 
intercepting drains or sewers. Other simi- 
larly large sewers exist.

Facts About the Moon. 


Of all the heavenly bodies the moon has 
attracted the most attention among astrono- 
mers. This is due to the fact that her com- 
parative nearness to the earth brings her 
peculiarly within the range of our observa- 
tion. Group together a few faots about 
this wonderful heavenly body, for exaimple, 
and see how interesting they are : 

In distance the moon is 240,000 miles 
away from our earth, around which she 
gravitates like a satellite. 

Her diameter is abont 2153 miles; she 
has a solid surface of 14,600,000 miles, and 
a solid content of about 10,000 cubic miles. 

The earth’s surface only exceeds the 
moon’s about thirteen and a half times. 
The moon’s-surface is fully as large as 
North gnd South America without the 
islands, 

Yet large as the moon is, it would require 
70,000,000 of such bodies to equal the vol- 
ume of the sun. ‘The moon appears to us as 
large as the sun because she is 400 times 
nearer to us than the sun. 

The time during which the moon goes 
through her entire circuit of the heavens, 
from any star till she comes to the same star 
again, is called a sidereal month, and con- 
sists of about twenty-seven anda quarter 

days. The time which intervenes between 
| one new moon and another 1s called a synod- 
| ical month, and consists of nearly twenty- 
| nine and a half days. 
| When the moon is invisible to us it is be- 
cause her dark hemisphere is turned toward 
the earth, and this condition of the moon is 
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a little further on,and has her bright side 
| full toward us, she is our full moon, 
| Anew’ moon occurs, when the sun and 
| moon meet in the same part of the heavens 
but the sun, as well as the moon, is appar- 
| netly traveling eastward, and nearly at the 
rate of one degree a day, and corsequently 
| during the twenty-seven days while the 
/moon has been going around the earth the 
| sun has been going forward about the same 
number of degrees inthe same direction, 
| Hence, when the moon comes around to the

The moon is a solid globe like the 
planets, and she does not shine by any light 
of her own, 

The power of the light of the moon ia 
inferior to that of the sun. Dr. Wollaston, 
by certain photometric methods, com 
the light of the sun with that of the fall 
moon, and found that to obtain moonlight 
#* intense in its luster as sunlight it would 
be necessary that 801.072 full moons should 
be stationed in the firmament together. 

When viewed through a nh telescope, 
surface of the moon presenta a wonder- 

ul aspect—extensive valleys, shelving rocks 

and long ridges of elevated mountains pro- 
jecting their shadows on the plains below. 
fhe mountain scenery equal in grandeur

Blackh-Faced Sheep. 


This breed of hardy sheep is known to 
have existed, practically as it is now found, 
centuries in Scotland. Of course when we 
say that they are now practically the same 
that they ever were, we do not mean to af- 
firm that no improvement has been made in 
them. Since the Union of England and 
Scotland there has been marked improve- 
ment in Scotch agriculture and all things 
pertaining to it. Buc the principal distin- 
guishing features of the animal still exist in 
it. They are a spiral-horned breed, the rams 
having very longhorns. The face is black 
andthe muzzle thick. The eye hes a wild 
appearance and is very bright ; the body is 
4 sa and compact, with good quarters and 
abroad saddle. The muscular development 
is ver) great, and they are as hardy as a 
pine knot. They live upon the bleak moun- 
tains, and seem to enjoy the storms and 
cold, and bid defiance to the many privations 
which they must necessarily endure under 
such circumstances. They herd closely 
together, and are often completely buried in 
snowdrifts ; but they will push the snow 
away, making a sort of cave, and will thus 
live under the snow, feeding upon the scanty 
herbage that they can find in such circum- 
scribed limits nntil they are rescued. They 
would make a fine sheep for some few men 
whom we have known in this country, and 
who have been so shortsighted as to let their 
flocks shift for themselves. It is said that 
these sheep will live under the snow in this 
way for weeks together. Whenever a storm 
comes the shepherd begins to search for his 
buried sheep, and releases them aa-soon as 
he is able to find them. It needed scarcely 
be said thata sheep that can stand this sort 
of treatment would esteem even indifferent 
care as a luxury. 

The collie, as is well known, is a constant 
attendant of the Scotch s..epherd, and, with 
the help of his dog, he has littte trouble in 
handling a flock of black faced sheep. They 
are naturally docile, and therefore give but 
little troubie at most, and as already stat- 
ed, in the average emergency they are 
abundantly able to help themselves. Of 
course they are sheep, and that means that 
sometimes they have notions of their own, 
and when they have, their superior activit 
baffles all usual efforts to control them. If 
the notion seizes them to run in a certain 
direction, even the agility of a dog is not 
sufficient to head them off. They scem to 
know when a storm is coming, much better

TUL EMrELOR's DILEMMA, 
An Event in China Shows that Ma Ju~Lung 
Mad Enemics as Well as Friends. 


An amusing and curious transaction in | 


China, in which the Emperor took part, is 
recorded in three recent issues of the Pekin 
Gazette, A short time ago Ma Ju-Lung, at 
j one time Conimander-in-Chief in Yunnan, 
) died at his native place. Many citizens in 
| the ae drew up an elaborate memorial 
to the Emperor, setting out the great deeds 
that public benefactor had performed, and 
| praying that suitable honors be bestowed 
upon his memory. The memoralists said 


that it was he who put down the great} 


Mohammedan rebellion in Yunnan about 
jtwenty years ago. ‘First and last,” the 
paper said ‘‘he was instrumeatal in killing 
over 10,000 of the enemy and in his own 
ee practically decided the fate of 
unnan.” 

In reply to this memorial the Emperor 
issued a degree ordering that the highest 
honors that could be paid to one of the de- 

‘ceased commander's rank be given to him, 
‘including the erection of a temple in the 
‘capitalot Yunnan. The imperial historian 
also was ordered to compile a record of his 
brilliant exploits. Afterward another mem- 
| orial came to the Emporer from Yunnan. 
'The prominent men who signed the docu- 
| ment denounced the General in round terms. 
' They said that in his youth he was a loafing, 
-for-nothing fellow, whom salen 
could abide. When the rebellion ocurred 
he sold himself to the rebels In their 
service he proved himself a monster of 
cruelty, and once caused the massacre of 
40,000 persons in a captured city. Finally 
the hard-pressed Viceroy bribed him to de- 
' sert the rebels and enter the imperial service 
'asaGeneral. ‘He rode in a yellow chair, 
and in all things did as he pleased.” Even 
after that he was treacherous to the Emper- 
or, and he exposed the capital toa rebel 
attack in revenge for being compelled to 
ride ina green chair. He was always ready 
to run over to the winning side, and his later 
services did not in the least atone for his 
astrocious crimes. 

The signers of the document said that 
those who had recommended him for post- 
humous honors were nothing but a lot of 
small traders, and that if the honors were 
not withdrawn they feared that the tens of 
thousands of innocent souls whom he had 
sent to Hades would be unable to close their 
eyes for indignation. They, therefore, ask- 
ed for a revocation of the decree, giving 
honor to the spirit of the deceased Ma. 

Here was a dilemma for the Emperor. 
The honors which he had ordered were al- 
ready in process ot bestowal. At last he is- 
sued another decree extricating himself from 
his difficulty. He said that the bestowal of 
such a high distinction as the erection of a 
memorial temple should only be granted 
where the popular feeling was unanimous in 
its favor; and, as praise and blame seemed 

to be equally apportioned in the present in- 
stance, he ordered that the previous decree, 
as far as it is related to the temple, should 
be cancelled. Ma’s doings in the flesh are 
recorded by the historian, but his ghost will 
have to do without votive offerings, which, 
it is to be presumed, would be particularly 
agreeable to it.

Stranze Discovery Made by Some Wood- 
cho ppers in the Indian Territory. 

A strange discovery was made by some 
woodchoppers who were working in the hills 
west of Tushomingo, I.T. a few weeks ago. 
They have brought to that town a skeleton 
and the section of a tree to bear evidence of 
the truthfulness of their story. 

They cut down a large oak tree which was 

rtly hollow, but the entrance to the hol- 


y a narrow slit in the outside of 
the tree. When the tree fell to the ground 
it was split open by the shock, and there 
lying in the center of the broken wood was 
the skeleton of a man. 

On one ankle of the skeleton was a band 
of iron attached to a piece of chain, evident- 
ly from the manacles which had been upon 
his per:on when he sought refuge in the hol- 
low tree ! From all indications the skelcton 
had been entombed for at least a hundred 
years, for the tree had grown sufficiently to 
almost cover the opening through which he 
had crawled to hide. 

Two of the ribs were broken in sucha 
manner as to lead to the belief that it was 
done witha bullet. The supposition is 
that the nan had escaped from some prison 
and had fled with a portion of his manazles ; 
and, being shot and hard pressed, had 
sought = ie in the tree, and there diced. 
As there is no record kept of the past crim- 
inal history of the nation his identity will 
ever remain a mystery.

The Child Problem in Cities” is the title 
ofa strikingly suggestive article in ‘* The 
Review of Reviews, by John H. Finley, the 
secretary of the New-York State Charities 
Aid Association. Mr. Finley is favorably 
known as an energetic'and intelligent stu- 
degt of practical sociology. His nt- 
ment of a vexed question does not confine 
tself to harrowing pictures of slum life and 
the training of- criminals, but embodies a 
luminous explanation of secret causes, and 
what is rarer, a workable scheme for their 
abolition. Friends of the poor, whose best 
impulses have hitherto been chilled by 
the bafiling confession that no adequate 
remedy exists, may take heart from the en- 
conraging views of this careful observer, 
whose experience has led to these practical 
results. The ‘‘ child problem,” as Mr. Fin- 
ley aptly declares, is the whole problem of 
charities and correction. In New York 
city, where the population #s crowded in 
some quarters at the rateof 330,000 to 
tha square mile, the child's immediate 
usefulness prompts evasion of the Com- 
pulsory Education law. Moreover, if 
every existing class-room were filled to 
its legal limit, nearly 100,000 chil- 
dren would still lack school accommoda- 
tion. In their tenement-houses, whose pro- 
prietors exact an exorbitant rental, the 
death-rate has averaged 23.06, against 14.28 
in improved dwellings of the same character. 
The buddling in back tenement-attics, the 
puny frames and starved intellects of ill-fed, 
ill-clad child-workers, who rise with the sun 
and toil in a stifling atmosphere until mid- 
night, amid a mixed crowd of adults of both 
sexes; the pestilent street-life, in which vice 
flaunts openly and shame and crime find 
their ae: this is familiar by reitera- 
tion. It is not, however, so generally known 
that philanthropic institutions often block 
the way to true reform. ‘‘Why,” said the 
superintendent of a child’s home, in opposing 
a billat Albany, ‘‘it will rain our institu- 
tion. We are building an extension, and 
we shall have no children to pat in it.” This 
city pays, under State laws, nearly $2,000, - 
000 annually to uninspected private institu- 
tions, and to this Mrs, J. 8S, Lowell directly 
ascribes the enormous increase in the number 
of dependent children, the law relieving the 
parent of every duty, restricting none of his 
rights, and demanding nothing for the sup- 
port of his child. 

Mr. Finley criticises General Booth’s col- 
ony scheme as the mere “* 5 aha aenigg = 
of a pool whose pollution will continue, His 
own recommendations are substantially : 
Enact and enforce good tenement-house 
laws ; extend the factory laws to include 
home industries ; enforce the truancy laws 
and promote the fulfilment of parental ob- 
ligations ; include kindergartens and ** half- 
time ” schools in the school system and let 
the “' privileged half ” extend the sphere of 
its individual effort and personal contact. 
As to orphans and foundlings, he advocates 
the commissioning of a qualified inspector of 
the subsidized homes, and the extension of 
the ‘‘ placing-out ” system, This has suc- 
ceeded in every country where it has been 
tried. A family of good character is peid 
to take charge of a child, whose clothing, 
schoolbooks and medical attendance are 
provided for by a committee, and the super- 
vision of the local clergyman, schoolteacher 
and physician is solicited, the teacher and 
physician receiving « emall payment for 
their services. The child is thus under 
trustworthy surveillance, and is besides 
visited by members of the committee, In 
France this method has long flourished, and 
in Scotland it has diminished pauperism.

Why shoald so much ado be made about 
Morocco? The reason is that any t 
wer occupying that ny, would there- 
a a domineering influence in the 
iterranean sea. As Egypt guards the 
eastern gateway of the Mediterranean so 
does Morocco command the western, which 
is the straite of Gibraltar. Besides, Mor- 
ocoo is one of the richest regions of the 
Mediterranean, wat by splendid rivers, 
forming good highWays of commerce if 
na were secure. It has a climate 
better suited to Europeans than any other 
coast of Africa ; and bat not least, it 
haa a coast line on the Atlantic ocean near- 
ly three times as long as that on the Medi-

All these features make Morocco a most 
desirable dependency for any power engag- 
ed in ocean traffic. England held Tangier 

from 1662 to 1684 and now — 
having relinquished it, more particular! 
for the reason that ‘Tangier furnished all 
the supplies needed for the British fortress 
of Gibraltar, Spain occupied nearly the 
whole of the Mediterranean coast of Mor- 
ecco in the sixteenth century and is still

NOT LONG BURIEST TO THE CALIPIIS. 


The caliphate did net hold weatern Maa. 
ritania in subjection for along time. At) 
the end of the eighth century already 
Maghrib el Akasa, which Arabian name 
means ‘‘the uttermost west,” recovered its 
ence. It was overrun again by 
the Turks, who, however, did not succeed 
in permanently establishing themaelves 
there. 

After the Turkish period the country 
contained, for a time, three states—Fez, 
Tafilelet, and Maghrib. Toward the middle 
of the seventeenth century the Cheriffa of 
Tafilelet conquered Maghrib and Fez, includ- 
ing the western part of what is at present 
French Algeria. They also held the oasis 
of the desert as far south as Timbuctoo on 
the River Niger and parts of Guinea still 
farther south. From these Cheriffs of Tafi- 
lelet the present emir of Morocco is descend- 


In the middle ages the navy of Morocco 
was formidable enough to be a permanent 
threat to the maritime powers of Europe. 
But although the prosperity of the country 
continued comperatively great it could not 
be com atall to that enjoyed under 
the rule of ancient Rome, and as regards 
civilization hardly a trece of the wonderful 
civilization of Spanish Moora extended to 
Moroeco. When the Moors were driven 
out of Spain they settled in what is called 
the Riff country, and there established the 
system of piracy which continued for cen- | 
turies the scourge of the Mediterranean 
trade. This piracy wasat the waning a 
revenge wteked upon the Christians for 
having driven the Moors out of Europe, 
but it scon degenerated into a most cruel 
and infamo:s system of robbery. 


WHERE THE MOORISH PIRATES LIVED, 


The Riff is a line of rugged, oregny moun- 
tains running parallel to the coast line ofthe 
Mediterranean sea from Tangier to Melilla 
close npon the frontier of Algeria, a dis- 
tance of little more than 200 miles. The 
mountains are less than sixty miles from the 
edge of the sea. They are intersected by 
deep ravines and transverse valleys, every 
one of which is watered by a clear brook or 
mountain rivulet running across the strip of 
land and falling into the sea. The moun- 
tainside is clothed with beautiful green fields 
and forests reaching to the top; the valleys 
and ravines are also resplendent with « 
luxurious vegetation, and so is the lowland 
rs to the edge of the water. It is alto- 
gether ® most beautiful strip of land. The 
rivulets form many a good little port in 
which the light, shallow vessels of the pi- 
rates used to find ready refuge and hiding 
places, 

From the Riffs on the Mediterranean and 
the Atlantic coast to the ridge of the central 
chain of the Atlas range there ‘extends a 
broad and fertile plain in which the majeor- 
ity of the population is settled and where the 
most important cities of the country are lo- 
cated, Fez in the Northeast and Morocco in 
the southwest being the largest. The name 
of the city of Morocco has been adopted by 
Europe asthe name of the entire country. 
The city was founded in 1072 and attained 
its greatest development in the thirteenth 
century, when its population was estimated 
at the high figure of 700,000, At present it 
has almost 60,000, It is badly built and its 
habitations are one-story earth huts, with 
flat roofs and slits in the walls by way of 
windows. There isa bazaar for retail trade. 
One-third of the twenty mosques of the city 
are extensive piles and appoirted with con- 
siderable elegance and richly adorned. A 
wall of earth of a height of thirty feet sur- 
rounds the city. The chief industry of the 
city is the manufacture of Morocco leather, 
the softness and brilliant colors of which 
are unequaled by anything made in other 
countries. Tanning and dyeing of leather is 
that industry which Moroceans have raised 
to the greatest perfection. The country 
seems to several plants not known 
in any other part of the world, which give 
to leather that remarkable softness and color 
so greatly prized in Morocco leather. And 
each part of the country seems to have 4 
plant of its own different from the other 

arts, With these plants Morocco makes 
yellow leather, Fez makes red, and Tafilelet 
green leather. 
ADVANTAGES OF ,A MOORISH CLIMATE. 


The city of Morocco has a splendid cllf- 
mate, and so has all the region north and 
west of the central chain of the Atlhw. It 
is the high chain which protecta the coun- 
from the scorching winds of the ee 
desert. And the sea tempers both cold and 
heat. Thus it is that the climate is as mild 
and fresh as that of any country on-the 
Mediterranean and thoroughly well eapad 
to Europeans. The city of Morocco is lo- 
cated at a distance of only twenty-seven 
miles from the high, snow-bound peaks of 
the Atlas and about twice that distance from 
the sea. It is never too hot or too cold in 
the city. The temperature rarely sinks be- 
low 40 or rises above 90 degrees in the whole 
of this favored plain of Morocco, and in the 
city it never reaches even these extremes. 

The emir has a sumptuous — to the 
south of the city, surrounded by ens to 
an extent of about 180 acres. ~The emirs 
have tried for longer than a century to in- 
troduce reforms upon Euro models. 
But they have succeeded analy better than 
the sultans at Constantinoble in similiar at- 
tempts. Christians were slaves in Morocco 
until 1814, when a law promulgated by the 
emir pronounced them free; but the law 
has not yet been fully carried out. In 1817 
piracy was prohibited, but it continued 
until the European powers forced the Riff 

irates to discontinne their lawless actions, 
Nor were any of the other reform edicts 
more successful. For these reasons Euro- 

enterprise in Morocco has never yet 

evcure. If life and property could be 
protected the country, rich in the products 
of agricultural and in mineral wealth, might 
become again one of the most prosperous of 
the world.

To prevent such a consummation is the 
supreme desire of France. For that purpose 
ale wants to wrench Touat from Morocco, 
because an extension of her possessions along 
the southern frontier so near to the Atlantic

Love and Marriage ta Japan. 


A graye question has been raised by Sir 
Edwin Arnold in the February number of 
the Cosmopolitan, Writing of love and 
marriage in Japan, he defends with spirited 
eloquence the superlative praise he bestow- 
ed on Japanese women in his two recently 
published books. Therein he called them 
**vemi-angelic,” and now he iterates that 
‘the Japanese female comes, all things con- 
sidered, nearest of her sex, as regards natur- 
al gifts, to what we anderstand by an 
angelic disposition.” Not vontent with this, 
Sir Edwin, waxing warm, explicitly de- 
clares that ‘this daughter of the Land of 
the Rising Sun might pass, I really believe, 
into a higher state of existence with vary 
few — of nature, manners, or heart, 
and find hereelf, and be found there, quite 
at home.” If Sir Edwin were alone in this 
belief, his Occidental brethren might feel 
inclined to ascribe his ardor to the well- 
known climatic influences of the land of the 
lotus, working, in his case, upon an imag- 
ination as sensitive as it is fecand and fine. 
He has, however, but added his command- 
ing voice to the chorus of praise that has 
been steadily swelling since Pierre Loti 
started the tune in his exquisite idyl. 
Now it is to be observed that, by all ac- 
counts, the key the character of the 
Japanese woman lies in the word obedience, 
Ages ago, we are told by Mr. Henry Nor- 
man, her ‘three great duties” were relig- 
iously declared to be obedience ; if a daugh- 
ter, to her father ; if a wife, to her husband ; 
if a widow, to her eldest son. At the will 
of her parents the Japanese girl accepts her 
husband, and accept one she must betore she 


-is 20 years old, or join the slaves of Aphro- 


dite, and Confucius is presumably happy at 
the devotion to his behests, The husband 
hasan almost unquestioned right, tor the 
smallest reason or none atall, to divorce his 
wife, who, however, under all provocations, 
remains absolutely faithful. Out of any five 
marriages at least two,it is said, end in some 
sad and capricious separation, for ‘the hus- 
band can get rid of his wife on the ground of 
too much gossiping or because of disagree- 
menta with the mother-in-law; and the 
worst of itis that the children afterward 
belong to him exclusively.” That is one 
reason, Sir Edwin tells us, why Japanese 
wives are so divinely patient. Yet it is not 
alone for the tenacious fidelity and blind 
obedience of the wives that English, Ameri- 
can, and French travelers have been ravish- 
ed to adoration by the charms of the Japan- 
ese woman. Even asa child she is silent, 
emure, restrained, and polite; even as a 
geisha,or dancing girl, she is the very goddess 
of gentleness and grace ; even as an unfortu- 
nate she is pure of heart and speech ~ always 
she is peerless, enchanting, angelic. 
Having stated the question raised by Sir 
Edwin, it is no doubt needless for us to in- 
dicate the gravity ofits import. Every

WeNDERFUL TRAINED RATS. 
They “Piay Cars” and Commit Saichde 
New and Then, 

The Paris Temps” publishes an extra-' 
ordinary article on rate. it appears that at 
the Folies Bergerea there is a Russian rat 
tamer who is giving a funny exhibition. 
He has fat rats, , ao rate, black rats, 
white rats, big rats, and, strangest of 
all, little rate.

**I found Douroff, the rat trainer,” says 
the Temps reporter, ‘‘ overseeing the work 
of laying a miniature railroad, circular in 
form.

A 
degree, more or less, of heat or cold in their 
cage knocks ont eight or ten, Pneumonia | 
finishes one of them in forty-eight honrs, | 
But that is nothing’ The grcat thing is to 
see to their amusement. If I did not give 
them their freedom every second day, and if 
I did not let them out of their cage for a 
couple of hours every day and allow them 
full liberty to scamper about in an enclosed 
place, I would lose one-half of them in eight 
days. At first they would become melan- 
choly, and at the end of three days they 
would all be crazy rats. Even with all my 
care some of themstillgomad. Youshould 
see & mad rat run amuck among the rest. 
Then the others, exasperated at his outrage- 
ous conduct, attack him furiously, and soon 
finish him.
